Youngest Deputy, 7, Fights For

A pint-sized b ut game “deputy sheriff,’* age 7, is putting 
up a valiant fight these days for the life he almost lost b y play- * 
ing with fireworks. 
“How’s Rick today?" is the q uestion voiced from janitors * 
to volunteer Pink Ladies around Marin General hospital 
where Richard Alan Carpenter has b een undergoing plastic 
surgery and b lood transfusions since June 25. 
The answer is that Rick is b etter. But he has a long, tough 
uphill fight b efore he will recover use of arms and torso 
severely b urned when he lit a Fourth of July sparkler in the 
kitchen of his home, 211 Mirada drive, San Rafael Meadows, 
last June. 
The holiday toy spattered sparks, ignited his shirt and 
undershirt. Flames raced down to his trousers while the 
startled, b ut q uick-thinking youngster ran to wrap himself in 
the b edroom rug to try to smother the b laze, advice he recalled 
from his first grade teacher. 
Meanwhile he had suffered third degree b urns all over 
his b ody and arms so “extensive and severe,” according to- 
doctors, that it was rare that he was ab le to survive. He lost 
the ends of five fingers, part of the function of his right thumb 
and his left wrist is stiff. He will* need “a lot of help and 
a lot of training” b efore he can use his arms and legs again. 
If he's lucky, he may b e home to celeb rate Christmas 
with his parents Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Carpenter and sister 
Lvnne, 3. It’s a b ig IF, b ut Rick is determined to make it. 
His dad is a railroad traffic department employee. 
He wasn’t so dcterlnined at first, b ut then something 
happened that gave little Ricky a b ig b oost in morale. Some 
friends and neighb ors were trying to*think of a present to

cheer up the popular youngster when they suddenly recalled 
how he idolized “Mr. Sheriff,” a b ig and friendly neighb or- 
Bowen Bridges, a deputy sheriff. Ricky’s mother told them 
how Ricky had called for “Mr. Sheriff” when he was delirious. 


This was all Bridges had to hear. He made a b ee-line for 
the office of Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer and after a fast huddle, 
the sheriff decided to issue a special deputy sheriff b adge and 
complimentary identification card good until 1955 to Ricky. 


The action made Ricky the youngest-and the proudest— 
deputy in the county. He “had a lump in his throat as b ig as 
a watermelon when I gave him the b adge,” reported Bridges. 
Nowt Rick lies in his hospital b ed, so pale and wan that 
his hair looks redder than it actually is, and makes a man- 
sized attempt to live up to the spirit of the deputy’s b adge 
swinging on his b andaged chest. 


No, he says in a small voice in reply to q uestions, he

isn't planning to arrest anyb ody, b ut he does want to tell anv 
kids who have sparklers to throw them away-“it's dangerous “

His mother expresses her appreciation for all that has 
b een done for Ricky in the hospital: the television set that 
Hoy’s loaned to the b oy, the reading and care given him b v 
the volunteer Grey and Pink Ladies, the people who have 
contrib uted b lood to him, the financial and other aid given 
b y the crippled children’s service, and most of all for the 
, facilities “in this marvelous hospital.” 
“Everything is marvelous here as far as I'm concerned,” 
she repeated. 
The doctors say that Ricky who has already b een in 
surgery six or seven times for progressive skin grafting from 
his legs to other parts of his b ody may req uire more grafting 
and more b lood transfusions. Ihere will have to b e another 
operation to help him regain part of thè function of his right 
thumb and more physio-therapy to relieve his stiff limb s. 
“However,” one of the doctors said, “his outlook is good. 
He s looking forward to the visiting second grade teacher who 
will help him keep up with his school work and he’s making 
plans to learn how to swim and ride a new b ike his parents 
are going to b uy him. He even is talking ab out b uilding a 
playhouse in his b ackyard.” 
Ab ove all, Rick’s doing his b est to live up to what it says 
on the deputy identification card.

HOW WILL IT AFFECT YOU? 
Military To Call Only Few 
Reservists Involuntarily

WASHINGTON (U.PJ—The armed 
services now plan to call up few if 
any reservists involuntarily to re­ 
place thousands snatched up at the 
start of the Korean wat and now 
b eing released, a United Press sur­ 
vey showed today. 
All services plan to take reserves 
who offer to go b ack into uniform, 
and many reservists, particularly 
officers, are voluntarily extending 
their duty terms. 
The manpower situation is such 
that the Army now is releasing 
m any reservists ahead of time. Only 


the Navy hedges a b it. It says it 
might have to call a sub stantial 
numb er of reserves involuntarily. 
The Korean war caught them with 
their strength low, and in the first 
15 
months 
the 
services 
yanked 
740,000 Americans, mostly World 
W ar II veterans, b ack into uniform. 
Many—especially enlisted men re­ 
called involuntarily as individuals 
instead of in organized units—are 
b ack in civilian life. Latest figures 
show ab out 592,900 reserves on ac­ 
tive duty.

226,300 reservists and 119,840 Na­ 
tional Guardsmen on active duty. 
Unless they voluntarily stay longer, 
they are eligib le for release after 24 
months. Some get out earlier under 
a complicated set of regulations. . 
Some organized reserve and Na­ 
tional Guard units, called for 24 
months, are b eing released earlier. 
Enlisted men in these units are b e­ 
ing released up to four months 
ahead of schedule so replacements 
can b e ab sorb ed gradually. Officers 
are released in the last five months 
of their service as replacements are 
availab le. 
This does not apply to National 
Guard anti-aircraft b attalions. These 
are b eing replaced as units. 
The Army also called up thousands 
of individuals against their will 
from inactive and volunteer reserve 
ranks who had not b een receiving 
drill pay. Enlisted men from this 
group have b een released. The Army 
this week adopted new rules cutting 
two to three months from the duty 
of some 4,000 officers in the same 
class. The plan works this way: 
Those who served one year in 
World W ar II will b e released b y 
Nov. 30 if on duty in the United 
States. Those overseas will b e re­ 
turned as soon as they can b e re­ 
placed, b eing en route home at least 
b y Nov. 30. These veterans had b een 
du$ to serve 15 to 17 months. Those

Case of a former M arin county 
recorder whose second 
emb ezzle­ 
m ent of county funds was revealed 
late yesterday 
b efore 
the 
Marin 
grand jury will b e taken up again 
when the jury convenes on Septem­ 
b er 15, Foreman I. W. Borda re­ 
ported. 
Recorder Noel T. Giacomini told 
jury memb ers he fired Deputy Re­ 
corder Joseph W. Fallon on August 
27 after the ex-recorder adm itted 
taking $ 137.50 in fees for his own 
use. Full restitution was made the 
next day, Giacomini said. 
Fallon, memb er of a pioneer Ma­ 
rin family, was sent to San Quen­ 
tin in 1942 for an $ 1,800 emb ezzle­ 
m ent after 20 years of service to 
the county. 
He served 10 months, was releas­ 
ed on parole in 1943, and in May of 
1951 he was hired as clerk in the 
office he once headed. 
Gov. Earl 
W arren signed a full pardon 
for 
Fallon in March, 1952. 
“During the week ending August 
15,” Giacomini told the jury, “I no­ 
ticed that a certain check which had 
b een deposited wi£ ji t h | treasurer 
had not b een entered on the 
fee 
b ook. The instrum ent that accom­ 
panied the check was placed in our 
‘hold for further fee charges’ file. 
“The document appeared to me 
to b e in proper order to record and 
having rememb ered that the check 
covering the document 
had 
b een 
deposited I was alerted that some­ 
thing was irregular.” / 
Fallon 
admitted 
to 
Giacomini 
that he had “b orrowed” the money, 
a few dollars at a tim e with the 
intent of returning it when he re­ 
ceived rent money from a house he 
owns at Stinson Beach. 
“I advanced the fees from 
my 
personal funds and placed the do­ 
cument propefly on record . . . Mr. 
Fallon made full restitution on Aug­ 
ust 28,” the recorder added. He was 
discharged b q t not placed in cus­ 
tody. 
Giacomini explained tha t b efore 


hiring Fallon last year he checked 
with the Marin district attorney’s 
office and the state attorney general 
and found tha t it could legally b e 
done, though Fallon’s record, would 
prevent him from holding any ex­ 
ecutive position. 
“But b efore hiring Mr. Fallon, I 
tried to get people from title com­ 
panies who could m atch his exper­ 
ience,” Giacomini said. 
“But we 
could only pay a m an $ 305 a month, 
while the 
private 
concerns 
were 
paying $ 500. We couldn’t compete."

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Six persons were indicted yester­ 
day b y the M arin grand jury for 
their alleged parts in the snatching 
of a three-year-old Honduran b ank­ 
ing heiress, from her aunt in Alto. 
Stephanie Margo W endt was tak ­ 
en forcib ly on May 1 from the home 
of the aunt, Mrs. Leland B. Gillette 
her legal guardian, b y two men who 
posed as photographers, 
Named in the indictments were 
the child’s mother, M argarita Siempe 
W endt; her grandfather, Fernando 
Siempe, Honduras b anker; Howard 
Taylor, San Francisco private de­ 
tective; William L. McGinness Jr 
San Francisco attorney; John For- 
ems and Irwin Ross Jr., two of 
Taylor’s b usiness associates. 
Milton W endt, thé girl’s father 
told the grand Jury that he b rought 
Stephanie to the United States last 
year after his wife left him .,W endt 
was a tax consultant for the Hon­ 
duran government. 


Taylor and McGinness admitted 
they had arranged for the child 
to b e returned to her mother in 
Honduras b ut claimed they had done 
nothing illegal, 


Four of the six indicted persons 
surrendered this noon in M arin Su­ 
perior court. They are McGinness, 
Taylor, Forems, and Ross. Mrs. 
W endt and her father bib still in 
Honduras.

O'Mara, 54, took to his b ed last night and was attended b y his 
wife, Edith, until his unexpected death this morning. His physician 
said a cereb ral hemorrhage was 
prob ab ly the cause of death. 
Funeral arrangements are pending 
a t Guy W. Jenness mortuary, San 
Anselmo. 
CALLED LOSS TO CITY

“Mr. O’Mar&’s death is a distinct 
oss to the city of Ban Anselmo,” 
ex-Mayor Carmel Booth said. “We 
have lost a progressive councilman, 
wonderful American, and a fine 
citizen. I have lost a loyal friend.” 
In addition to his position of 
mayor, O’M ara was head of the city 
finance and fire and police commis­ 
sions. His death cuts the city coun­ 
cil to three memb ers, already dwind­ 
led from five b y the recent resig­ 
n a tion of David Cohn. 
BORN AT ST. LOUIS 
O’M ara was b om in St. Louis, Mo., 
in 1898. After a Catholic school edu­ 
cation, he went to sea at the age 
of 19, working up to the position 
of purchasing agent for Delta Ship­ 
ping Lines in San Francisco which 
he held at his death.

He moved to San Anselmo from 
San Francisco 13 years ago and re­ 
sided at 266 Butterfield road with 
hi$ wife $ nd five-year-old son, John 
Joseph O’Mara. 
O’M ara’s entry into politics three 
years ago filled out a career of civic 
and fraternal activity. This career 
included memb ership in the B utter­ 
field 
Valley

club , 
which he founded and headed, and 
San Anselmo b ranches of the Elks 
and Eagles.

School Chief Says He Has U. S. Assurance 
Angel Isle Area Rental Hinges Only On Law 


W&ü e recreation enthusiast« in 
Ban f Francisco and Marin counties 
battle each other to regulate ac­ 
tivities on Angel Island, a maritime 
academy continues to map plans for 
private control of the San Francisco 
Bay isle. 
Capt. L. E. DeLaney, superintend­ 
ent of training at Pacific Maritime 
and Engineering academy in San 
Francisco, said today the school 
feels confident it can lease the 
island from the Ü. S. Government, 
Returning from Washington, D. C. 
to the Bay Area recently, the cap­ 
tain reports he was given reasonable 
assurance of the use of Angel Island 
from,top level Defense and Interior 
department officials, 
“All that remains to sew up the 
lease/’ DeLaney said, “is a federal 
bill which has passed the House of 
Representatives and will be sub­ 
mitted to the Senate in January.” 
The 
bill 
revises 
an 
existing 
measure which controls the island 
and allows the area to be used for 
recreation “as well as '*iucational 
uses.” 
Current laws prohibit the 640- 
acre island from being used for any 
purpose other than a recreation area, 
DeLaney said. 
The island has bgen the source 
of a* lengthy controversy between 
recreation planners in both San 
Francisco 
and 
Marin 
counties. 
Parties in both counties have asked 
California Legislature to lease the 
area and to use it as a recreation 
center. 
At the same time, the Angel Is­ 
land Foundation has opposed pri 
vate control of the isle. Mrs. Norman 
Livermore of Ross is co-chairman of 
the foundation. 
Furthermore, the U. 8. Defense 
department announced earlier this 
summer it might transform the 
island into a site to launch guided 
missiles. 
However, DeLaney said he has 
been told to go ahead with plana 
to establish an academy on a 100- 
acre section of the island and to use 
the remaining area for development 
as a recreation site. 
“The Army spokesmen told us they 


would net use the spot as a training 
area unless the international situa­ 
tion worsens,” the training superin­ 
tendent went on. 
The Pacific Maritime and En­ 
gineering academy would accept 
youngsters between the ages of 10 
and 17 years for high school work 
preparatory to entering Ü. S. Mili­ 
tary Academy at West Point, T7. 8. 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, and 
Coast Guard academy.

Marin Community Chest has a dual person­ 
ality. It is you, the people, giving of your time 
and money so that neighbors in trouble may be 
helped; children from broken homes be given 
care and security, and all our children have the 
enriching experience of participating in youth 
programs. It is also the nine agencies which, 
supported by the funds you contribute, do the 
actual job of prov iding the assistance, care, and 
opportunities which you want in your com­ 
munity. 


In the field of education the American 
people support both public and sectarian as 
well as non-sectarian private schools, believing 
that the combination provides a richer, fuller, 
more dynamic program than either could alone- 
So, in social work, traditional American policy 
has been to supplement public, tax supported 
agencies such as our own County Welfare De-- 
partment with privately supported agencies 
such as Family Service Agency and Catholic 
Social Service. These private organizations, un­ 
fettered by such restrictions as legal residence 
requirements, are not duplicating public ser­ 
vices, but rather filling in the gaps and giving 
assistance which would not otherwise be avail­ 
able. Both offer their services, chiefly non­ 
monetary, to all regardless of creed or color. 
Actually, about one fourth of the families 
which are served by Catholic Social Service are 
non-Catholic. 


Marin's two children** homes, Sunny Hills 
and St. Vincent’s, have various means of sup­ 
port such as fees from children’s relatives, sale 
of farm produce, and for Sunny Hills, the 
Grape Festival. Both are members of the San 
Francisco Community Chest, since they serve 
San Francisco as well as Marin. Marin Com­ 
munity Chest contributes to meet their operat­ 
ing deficits according to the number of Marin 
County children for whom each home cares. 


Currently 24 of St. Vincent’s 165 boys, and 14 
of Sunny Hills* 85 children, are from Marin. 


Our youth organizations, Camp fire Girls, 
Girl Scouts, Y.M-C.A., and Catholic Youth 
Organization offer rich, varied character-build­ 
ing programs to all our boys and girls regard­ 
less of color or creed. Obviously Y.M.CA. and 
C.Y.O., one Protestant, one Catholic, include 
more religious background than do the other 
more strictly non-sectarian organizations. 


The ninth member of -our Marin Chest, the: 
Marin Jewish Community Center, suppdrfs the 
drive, has a member on the Chest. Board of 
Directors, but asks for no funds. 


In the spring each Chest member agency 
presents its budget request for the fpllowing 
year. Those budgets are carefully analyzed by 
a Budget and Admissions Committee of eight 
prominent men and women who study the 
needs and the services revered- The recom­ 
mendation of this group is acted on by the 
Board of Directors of the Marin Chest, a group 
of 31 men and women who represent a cross 
section of the community and are elected at the 
annual Chest meeting by the contributors who 
attend. The Board then sets a campaign goal. 


This year the goal is $ 100,000, the amount 
necessary to carry on the work of the nine Chest 
Agencies which provide assistance to people in 
trouble, care for homeless children, and help 
train our boys and girls. 


The Chest, which is you, the people of Marin, 
. is not concerned with the color of a man’s skin 
or 
religious affiliation or lack of it; it is 
concerned with his need and the best way to 
meet that need.

Aussie 
Bush' 
Teeners 'Push Off For The 
And Shun Milk Bar Hangout

- The wiry, slightly stooped man 
strode down the marble corridor of 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
building in Washington. Between 
thumb and forefinger he carefully 
carried a small object at which he 
gazed intently. 
“Look heah,” he hailed me with 
a distinct southern accent. He held 
a tiny flower. And he pointed out 
its delicate parts, calling each by 
its proper floricultural name—and 
giving each pronunciation a dis­ 
tinct Dixie twist. 
This gentleman, beaming with 
benevolence, was a member of the 
House of Representatives little 
known ion his personal pleasant­ 
ness in his committee or upon the 
floor of the House. He was John 
Elliott Rankin, Democratic repre­ 
sentative from the first Mississippi 
district. 
My picture of Rankin—the man 
carrying the flower—is one.rarely 
seen by the public—a vignette of 
brief duration torn from the con­ 
text of his controversial 32 years 
in the nation’s capital. 


LAST WEEK, his district re­ 
apportioned, Rankin was retired 
by the voters. He now moves off 
the national scene. 
John Rankin, these past several 
years, has been almost a man alone 
in Washington. He was cut, from 
the pattern of an old and unre- % 
constructed South — a South of 
“Cotton Ed” Smith, “Pitchfork 
Ben” Tillman, and Theodore “the 
Man” BUbo. He was the self-ap­ 
pointed high priest of a cult of 
white* supremacy. And he was 
rabidly, bitterly anti-Semitic — 
viewing Jews as the busy bees of a 
Communist nest of conspiracy and 
Zionism a principal wing of that 
same conspiracy. He considered 
and he called Alfred Einstein “a 
faker” for propounding a theory 
of relitivity which Rankin could 
not understand. 


HE WAS THE SYMBOL of the 
Dixiecrat South in the morthem 
liberal’s mind; and this symbol 
made him a tourist curiosity; 
pointed at and whispered about 
from the House galleries. Often he 
could be seen speaking—his voice 
rising shrilly, his arms flailing 
about him, his bushy gray hair 
standing nearly erect; He was an 
inveterate 
interrupter, 
stopping 
fellow congressmen in the middle 
of their speeches to ask a question 
or inject his viewpoint. 
' . 
The pitiable fact about John 
Rankin was that his voice was 
once the voice of authority, of 


prestige. That was nearly 20 years 
ago when he teamed with the late 
Sen. George Norris of Nebraska to 
sponsor Tennessee Valley Authority 
legislation — and hammered it 
through the House. 
Yet when Norris was defeated 
for his final Senate bid a decade 
ago, it was a tragedy to the na­ 
tion. When Rankin lost last week, 
a victim of reapportionment which 
he so vehemently fought, it was a 
boon. 
Why? Because Norris was a man 
of principle who could gain naught 
but satisfaction from the TVA ex­ 
periment if it were successful. But 
Rankin saw in it a direct benefit 
to his political future through 
electrification—desperately needed 
electrification, to be sure—of his 
district. He has long rested upon 
his TVA reputation, using it as a 
springboard for a continuing dem­ 
agogic attack upon private power. 


RANKIN CLAIMED to be the 
frjend of the veteran. He was in­ 
deer the friend of the porkbarrel- 
minded veteran, the veteran who 
claims the nation owes him a liv­ 
ing at the expense of the rest of 
the public. He was the sponsor of 
an abortive and fantastically ex­ 
pensive pension bill three years 
ago, one which reached the floor 
only because Rankin slyly ferreted 
out & post-Civil war parliamentary 
rule permitting it to bypass the 
Rules committee -and become a 
touchy political issue. It was most 
appropriate that Rankin used a 
Reconstruction period ruling, for 
he belongs philosophically to that 
period. 


'TUPELO, Mississippi, is a pleas­ 
ant Southern town. The man in 
the Donegal tweed suit and red 
plaid tie; the heavy-jowled, puffy- 
eyed man with the homed-rim 
glasses, will soon be going back 
there for good. 
Most retiring congressmen taka 
along as a souvenir the cardboard 
sign framed on their office doors— 
signs which say, “Joe Doakes, 
Pennsylvania,” or “Bill 
Smith, 
Tennessee.” • 
Plain cardboard didn’t satisfy 
“Jawn” Rankin. His souvenir will 
be a hardwood sign saying simply, 
“Mr. Rankin.” By design or by co­ 
incidence, it’s the same style sign 
used by Senators — and perhaps 
represents his frustrated desire to 
succeed Sen. Bilbo when “the 
Man” died in 1947. In a special 
election that year he was buried 
under a figurative avalanche of 
votes. Perhaps in this is the key 
to his vehemence so noticeable of 
late — a realization that he, his 
kind, his attitudes were alone in a 
modem world and in a modem 
South.

NEW YORK (4*)—Back from the 
last of the summer trips full of 
vim and eagerness to make a lot 
of money? 
Federal, state and local tax col­ 
lectors hope so. They plan to take 
even more from you this year in 
taxes—direct and hidden — than 
ever. They hope you make lots of 
money—some for you and some for 
them. 


THE CENSUS BUREAU esti­ 
mates 1952 federal, state and locaf 
taxes at 80 billion dollars. 
But the National Industrial Con­ 
ference Board thinks that figure is * 
too low. It estimates that in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 the fed­ 
eral, state and local tax take came 
to a record 86ia billion dollars. 
This would be 16 billion more 
than in the previous year and 25 
per cent higher than in the fiscal 
year that closed as the Korean 
War was starting. 
Where does the money go? Well, 
the greater part of the federal take 
goes for defense and for paying 
for past wars. 


FEDERAL, STATE AND local 
government expenditures are now 
running at a total annual rate of 
74% billion .dollars, the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce estimates. 
The U. S. Internal Revenue 
Bureau thinks its total tax collec­ 
tions this year from all sources, 
including social security contribu­ 
tions, should run 10 billion dollars 
more than last fiscal year when it 
took in 65 billion. 
The National Industrial Confer­ 
ence Board tries to find just how 
this tax load is distributed among 
the citizenry — and runs into 
tfouble. 
“Averaging taxes, like averaging 
apples and oranges,” it confesses, 
“necessarily involves gliding over 
many differences.” 


TAXPAYERS WITH THE same 
gross income may wind up with 
quite different tax bills. 
“How much anyone pays depends 
not only upon his total income,” 
the Board says, “but also upon 
the components making up his in­ 
come, where he lives, what he buys, 
the demands that family and other 


responsibilities make upon income, 
and many other variables. 
“And as a measure of the real 
load, taxes directly paid are of 
less economic and personal im- 
poriftnce 
than 
taxes 
actually 
borne.” 
It is the search for these hid­ 
den taxes, and determining who 
finally pays them that the Board 
thinks is most important. 


HIDDEN 
TAXES 
ARE such 
things as the property tax your 
landlord pays directly but that you 
actually pay as part of your rent 
unless he’s going in the red. Or the 
taxes that a manufacturer pays di­ 
rectly but that you actually pay as 
part of the price his product costs 
you unless he’s losing money. 
These taxes are hidden, because 
people don’t see them and thus 
many don’t realize they are pay­ 
ing them. 
But—trying to average apples 
and oranges, after all — the Board 
notes that, looking at just the fed­ 
eral income tax: 
A married nun making $ 10,- 
008 a year and supporting a 
wife and two children — and, 
“assuming average deductions’* 
—paid an income tax of $211 
In 1332. By 1949 his tax was 
$ 1,014. 
This year hell hand over to 
the federal tax collector $ 1,334. 
State and local collectors will 
be along, too.

I wish to commend the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal for printing John 
Saunder’s letter on Korea. In these 
days of patriotic jingoism and war 
hysteria, the facts and point of 
view such as Mr. Saunders expres­ 
sed generally meet not only with 
editorial disfavor but, even worse, 
with total editorial censorship and 
blackout. That you printed the let­ 
ter despite your lack of sympathy 
with its point of view is much to 
your credit. It gives a ray of hope 
that the free press has not yet be­ 
come totally extinct.

Wh en it comes to teaching tem­ 
perance, y o ur schools are try in’ 
something that Is impossible. Don't 
blame them for failing. There Is 
no way they can succeed. 
The laws about teaching tem­ 
perance are very specific. In most 
states a definite number of minutes 
per week must be spent instructing 
the y oungsters about the “evil ef­ 
fects of alcohol, narcotics, and to­ 
bacco.” 
Tex tbooks a re provided. 
Many places require teachers to take 
an oath at the y ear’s end, to the ef­ 
fect that they ’ve complied with the 
law. No oath, no pay check. They 
have.no leeway whatever. 
To what end? Johnny , aged 6, 
learns that alcohol is harmful. He 
is taught 
t h a t nice people don’t 
smoke. Then Johnny goes home. He 
watches his mother and father have 
cocktails before dinner. They both 
smoke. 
The parents of Johnny ’s 
friends do the same. 
Is Johnny going to decide that his 
mama and daddy are fiends?

Novato May 
File Suit 
lOver Dam 


In order to obtain judicial determ­ 
ination of the amount of money still 
owe* the contractor for building No­ 
vato’s dam, the North Marin Water 
district may file a suit for a declar­ 
atory judgment against contractor 
T. E. Connelly. 
This matter was discussed at a 
meeting of the water district board 
of directors this week when attorney 
Harold Reide was instructed by the 
board to undertake preparations for 
such a suit. 
^ 
The dispute over the amount due 
arose when the board tendered final 
payment to the contractor who re­ 
fused to accept it as being inade­ 
quate to cover additional construc­ 
tion costs incurred over and above 
the contract 'agreement. The water 
board claimed set-off costs due to 
delays in the construction which 
lost them consumption and cus­ 
tomers, and increased construction 
costs. 
CATTLE UNDERPASS 
Reide was also authorized to write 
a letter to the board of supervisors 
asking that that body instruct Carl 
Clow, county road commissioner, to 
construct a cattle underpass from 
the old Grossi ranch to the new one 
across the highway near the dam. 
Paul Grimes, water district man­ 
ager, pointed out it was customary 
for the county to build cattle un­ 
derpasses although the agreement 
to see that it was provided was a 
part of the water district’s contract 
with Grossi.

A pint-sized but game "deputy sh eriifag e 7, is putting 
up a valiant fight these days for the life he almost lost bv play- * 
ing with fireworks. 
"How’s Rick today” is the question voiced from janitors ' 
to volunteer Pink Ladies around Marin General hospital 
where Richard Alan Carpenter has been undergoing plastic 
mrgerv and blood transfusions since June 25. 
The answer is that Rick is better. Rut he has a long, tough 
uphill fight before he will recover use of aims and torso 
severely burned when he lit a Fourth of Juiv sparkler in the 
kitchen of his home, 211 Mirada drive, San Rafael Meadows, 
last June. 
I he holiday toy spattered sparks, ignited his shirt and 
undershirt. Flames raced down to his trousers while the 
»tattled, but quick-thinking youngster ran to wrap himself in 
the bedroom rug to try to smother the blaze, advice he recalled 
from his first grade teacher. 
Meanwhile he had suffered third degree burns all over 
his body and arms so ’ extensive and severe” according to 
doctors, that it was rare that he was able to survive. He lost 
the ends of five fingers, part of the function of his right thumb 
and his left wtIsi is stiff. He will* need "a lot of help and 
a lot of training" before he can use his arms and legs again.

Citirently 24 of St. Vincent’s 165 boys, and 14 
of Sunny Hills* 85 children, are from Marin. 


Our youth organisations, Camp Fire Girls, 
Girl Scouts, Y.MC.A., and Catholic Ymith 
Organization offer rich, varied character-build­ 
ing programs to all our boss and girls regard­ 
less of color or creed. Obviously Y.M.C.A. and 
C.Y.O., one Protestant, one Catholic, include 
more religious background than do the other 
more strictly non sectarian organizations. 


The ninth member of our Marin ¿best, the| 
Marin Jewish Community Center, supports the 
drive, has a member on the Chevt Board of 
Directors, but asks for no funds., 


In the spring each Chest member agency 
presents its budget request for the fpliowing 
year. Those budgets are carefully analyzed by 
a Budget and Admissions Committee of eight 
prominent men and women who study the 
needs and the services reiytcred* The recom­ 
mendation erf this group is acted on by the 
Board of Directors of the Marin Chest, a group 
of 51 men and women who represent a cross 
section of the community and are elected at the 
annual Chest meeting by the contributors who 
attend. The Board then sets a campaign goal. 


This year the goal is $100,000, the amount 
necessary to carry on the work of the nine Chest 
Agencies which provide assistance to people in 
trouble, care for homeless children, and help 
train our boys and girls.

Fire danger from another source 
besides dry grass cropped up with 
the advent of cooler weather. 
In Larkspur last night the heater 
motor at the home of A. E Pier- 
ottl, 83 College court, burned out 
because of a stuck fan and caused 
140 damages to the motor. 
Larkspur Fire Chief John Raggio 
Mud that the fan had frozen and 
the motor had overheated. “It could 
have easily started a major fire,' 
he explained 
Chief Raggio warned all residents 
to check their heaters and motors 
before turning them on for the 
winter months. “The accumulation 
of mineral oil in the motor tends 
to slow the fan,” he declared. “They 
should be cleaned, oiled, and check­ 
ed at least twice a year.” 
The fire chief also suggested that 
a fuse block installed next to the 


motor could act as a safeguard 
against fires. “Before the motor 
can become overheated, the fuse 
will blow out,-“ he explained, “thus 
serving as a safety valve *

A high percentage of reserve offi­ 
cers have voluntarily extended their 
tours of duty, and the Army is also 
getting a fresh supply of officers 
from officer candidate schools ami 
university ROTC’s. , 
NAVY—The Navy had 36¿04 re­ 
serve officers and 106,259 enlisted 
reservists on active duty June 30. 
This includes 
1363 officers and 
13,116 enlisted reservists on “con­ 
tinuing active duty” — those who 
have reserve status but are making 
a career of active service. 
By next June 30, the Navy ex­ 
pects to release 14347 reserve of­ 
ficers and 46310 enlisted men. 
While replacing these, the Navy 
also will be building up its strength 
from 820,000 to 835376. It does not 
plan on the draft.

When it comes to teaching tem­ 
perance, your schools are try in’ 
something that is impossible.

Some Meats 


Are Trimmed

Prices of top grade eggs, beef 
chuck roasts, some pork cuts and 
a handful of freah vegetables Were 
a little lower this week in many re­ 
tail food stores. 
Eggs dropped as much as six cents 
a dozen in some places aa receipts 
of the medium and s m a ll sizes 
increased. 
Otherwise, food pr ic e changes 
were too small and irregular to 
make much difference to the family 
food budget Most of the reductions 
in meat prices were specials to 
attract customers. 


BOMB STEAKS DOWN 
Careful shopping promised to turn 
up some bargains in meats, how­ 
ever, a spot check in some major 
cities showed specials like this: a 
reduction of 26 cents s pound on 
sirloin and porterhouse steak, 10 
cents a pound for beef rib roasts, 
10 cents a pound for frying chicken. 
On the produce counter», most 
types of squash were lower and 
selling at close to break-even levels 
for handlers, according to Agricul­ 
ture Department sources. 
The sweet potato s e a s o n was 
getting under way and prices fell 
sharply. White potatoes were lower, 
too. Com prices eased. . 


SOME COST MORE 
.Slightly higher were lima beans, 
cucumbers, tomatoes, eggplant, let­ 
tuce, onions and peppers. 
Peaches, pears, plums and prunes 
were reported to be the best buys in 
fruits this week, along with Thomp­ 
son seedless grapes which the Agri­ 
culture Department called a most- 
plentiful food for thrifty shoppers. 
Cantaloupes were a little higher, 
Honeydew melons a little lower. 
Specials this week: beef chuck 
roast«, rib roasts, pork loins and 
perk chops, smoked boneless butts, 
sirloin and porterhouse steaks, fry- 
tng and stewing chickens, hams, 
grape«» peaches, pears, c o o k i n g 
applet, com, string beans and sev­ 
eral types of sea foods.
